tives for a third day. More than 100 
people were killed and 400 others 
wounded, reports said. 


Some 100 bodies lay on the floor of the 
school gymnasium where the hostages were 
held for three days—some apparently killed 
when the roof collapsed, reports from the 
Interfax news agency and private British 
television ITN said. 

Russian fores killed five of the 
hostage-takers but 13 others escaped, the 
TTAR-Tass news agency reported. Troops 
backed by tanks were pursuing the militants, 
some of whom were said to be holed up in a 
house in the area as others attempted to 
blend in with the former hostages and crowd 
of townspeople in Beslan, ITAR-Tass sai 

Police said the hostage-takers had split in- 
to three groups during the storming, which 
appears to have been unplanned. Some of 
them remained in the school, others appar- 
ently sought to escape southward in the town 
and others tried to mix in with the hostages, 
the Interfax news agency reported. 

Russian authorities claimed to have con- 
trol of the school, but sporadic gunfire con- 
tinued to ring out in the area some three 
hours after the commandos’ raid.

THE ARMED Forces of the Philippines yesterday 
warned against cutting its intelligence funds as 
proposed by Congress, saying this will affect the 
Philippines efforts to fight global terrorism. 

“There is a need for intelligence funds. It 
(possible reduction) will have a telling effect 
on our effectiveness to run after these terror- 
ists and other characters," AFP Chief of Staff 
Gen. Narciso Abaya said. 

He added: “I can guarantee you that alot of 

ions are accomplished because of what 
these intelligence funds can do.” 

‘Abaya told reporters after the 67th an- 
niversary of the AFP Medical Center in Que- 
zon City that as is the usual practice, he could 
not disclose how these funds are spent. But he 
guaranteed that the funds are used well and 
that a lot has been accomplished against ter- 
rorism with the use of these funds. 

Defense officials have repeatedly said that 
members of the Indonesia-based Jemaah Is- 
lamiyah, a group with links to Osama Bin 
Laden's Al-Qaida network, are training local and 
foreign terrorists in Mt. Kararao in Lanao del Sur. 

Aside from the Jemaah Islamiyah, the AFP is 
also hunting down remnants of the dreaded Abu 
Sayyaf Group, numbering less than 500 bandits, 
‘who have been engaged in kidnappings of local 
and foreign tourists in the past decade. The mili- 
tary is also fighting around 10,000 communist 
New People's Army rebels. On the other hand, 
the AFP is enforcing a ceasofire with the seces- 
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sionist Moro Islamic Liberation Fronit. 

‘Abaya also said the AFP has long been cont 
tributing to the government's austerity pro- 
gram by using “internally generated funds? 
and cutting down on non-essential activities, 

“When I took over, I said that we will cut 
down on non-mission essential activities. 
Thats exactly what we did and we went 
through the whole year of 2003 without ask- 
ing any additional funds from the DBM (De- 
partment of Budget and Management), using 
internally generated funds. We cut down on 
non-essential activities like athletic events 
and parades,” Abaya stressed. 

He added that the AFP has enough funds to 
run and support units doing “essential activi- 
ties” in line with the military's mission. 

Abaya, who heads the 130,000-strong AFR al- 
so said soldiers could not emulate the act of 
members of the Philippine National Police who 
pledged the other day a day's salary to help the 
governments austerity program. Abaya argued 
that the soldiers were already making big sacri 
fices as it were. "The soldiers are already making 
big sacrifices. Their wages were just recently 
raised because of all their sacrifices in the field. 
So maybe now isnot the right time,” Abaya said. 

He added that it would be possible for AFP 
personnel to contribute their salaries if there 
were other savings from the budget of the AFP 

“The sacrifices of the soldiers is so big and 
their take home pay isso small. Their take home 
payisnot enough so 1am not inclined to letthem 
donate their one-day salary” said Abaya.”

Israel threatens Syria 
strike after bombings 


JERUSALEM—Israel threatened 
Thursday to launch a military at- 
tack on Syria, accusing Damascus 
of being directly implicated in a 
double Hamas suicide attack that 
killed 16 people. 


As Israel's top diplomats pressed their 
case that Damascus should pay the price 
for sheltering Hamas leaders, Deputy 
Defense Minister Zeev Boim dropped 
strong hints that a strike on Syrian tar- 
gets could be imminent. 

Syria dismissed the threat as lacking 
in credibility and denied any involve- 
ment in the bombings. 

Boim told public radio: “The rule that 
‘anyone who deals in terror against Israel 
is a target’ is a rule that must be stated 
and one that we must stand behind." _ 

He added that Israel would take care 
not to cause a “conflagration” on its 
northern border. 

"It is possible to launch operations, рго- 
vided that the targets are well chosen and 
that the moment is right, in order to make 
the Syrians understand that there are red 
lines that cannot be crossed,” he added. 

Foreign Minister Silvan Shalom had 
earlier said Syria “is responsible for ter- 
rorist acts against us because this coun- 
try is home of the headquarters of terror- 


ist organizations and orders to carry out 
these attacks are given in Damascus. 

Syria “must understand that this poli- 
су will have clear consequences... If we 
believe that Damascus has crossed а гей 
line we will act,” he added. 

Sixteen people and the two bombers 
were killed on Tuesday in a double sui- 
cide attack in the southern Israeli city of 
Beersheba. 

Responsibility for the attack was 
claimed by the radical Islamist move- 
ment Hamas whose senior leader, 
Khaled Meshaal, is based in Damascus. 

Prime Minister Ariel Sharon's official 
spokesperson, Raanan Gissin, said “the 
order for the terrorist attacks comes di- 
rectly from Khaled Meshazls bureau 
based in Damascus,” 

But Syrian Foreign Minister Faruq al- 
Shara denied any link to the Beersheba 
attacks. 

“The Israeli threats against Syria are 
not based on any evidence and are co 
pletely lacking in credibility” he said in 
comments carried by the official Sana 
news agency. 

“(Such menaces) raise tensions in the 
region,” Shara said. 

"The attacks in Beersheba were the dead- 
liest since a suicide bombing in the port city 
of Haifa last October, which left 21 people

Milosevic trial 

THE HAGUE—Judges at the UN war crimes 
tribunal on Thursday ordered ex-Yugoslav 
president Slobodan Milosevic to take on de- 
fense counsel in а bid to speed up a trial 
dogged by delays caused by his failing health. 
“itis plain from medical reports that the ac- 
cused is not fit enough to represent himself 
and if he continues to do so it would cause 
further delays," presiding judge Patrick Robin- 
son said. The court in The Hague ruled that it 
would be “in the interest of justice” to force 
Milosevic, who has been acting as his own 
lawyer since the trial began in February 2002, 
to be assigned а defense counsel. Milosevic 
angrily rejected the judges’ decision, saying “I 
believe that the assignment of counsel directly 
Violates my fundamental rights." АЕР

JERUSALEM—Prime Minister Yitzhak Rabin's 
assassin married secret. in an absentee cere- 
тропу, the inmate's mother said Friday, eight 
months after Israeli authorities turned down a, 
request for a jailhouse wedding. Geula Amir 
said her son, Yigal, married Larisa Timbobier, 
divorced mother of four, two weeks ago. The 
ceremony was performed by a rabbi at the 
Amir home in the coastal resort of Herzliya, 
with Trimbobler and two witnesses attending,

life sentence in Ayalon Prison in central Israel 
for the 1995 killing of Rabin.

China workplaces still ‘уегу dangerous' 


BEIJING—China, fast becoming the fac- 
tory of the world, remains a highly dan- 
gerous place to work and it must do more 
to reduce deaths and injuries, a top Inter- 
national Labor Organization expert said. 

While the government has made ef- 
forts in recent years to improve work- 
place safety, they were not keeping pace 
‘with China's rapid industrialization, 
‘Tsuyoshi Kawakami, an ILO occupation- 
al safety and health specialist, said. 

‘The situation in China's factories and 
other work places remains “serious,” said 
Kawakami, who is in Beijing for the Sec- 
ond China International Forum on Work 
Safety co-sponsored by the ILO and Chi- 
паз State Administration of Work Safety. 

“Reported accidents and fatalities are 
оп a decreasing trend... but still many ac- 
cidents in small enterprises may not be re- 
ported to the government" he said on the 
sidelines of the forum that ends Saturday. 

“Very big accidents are improving lit- 
tle by little, but we need to pay attention 
tosmall enterprises.” 

More than 7,300 workers were killed in 
China in the first half of the year in accidents 
involving mining, heavy industry and other 
trades, a more than seven percent drop 
compared with last years 7,923 fatalities. 

Mining deaths accounted for 3,758 of 


those killed. 

The real figures are believed to be far 
higher as many cases go unreported. 

Kawakami cited as an example the 
mining industry, where safety in big 
mines was improving but small mines 
were “still very risky.” 

China has passed safety laws and pun- 
ished local government officials and 
company managers for not enforcing 
rules following major accidents, Биг 
Kawakami said it was just as important. 
to raise public awareness so workers 
could protect themselyes. 

“In small enterprises, owners, man- 
agers and workers are eager to learn 
safety procedures. We should give them 
very practical applications instead of just 
mentioning there isa law and you. 
should follow it," he said. 

Managers also must be convinced that 
improving safety means increased pro- 
ductivity and profits he said. 

"Many managers think safety and 
health improvement is very expensive 
but actually it doesn't cost much," 
Kawakami said. 

Не has noticed numerous problems in 
China that could be easily fixed, such as: 
* Blocked passageways where workers 
can easily trip and fall. 


* Materials carried by hand instead of 
push carts, which are not only safer but 
allow more goods to be moved. 

* Chemical containers left uncovered 
instead of placed in storage areas, rai 
ing the risks of smoking workers igniting 
them and causing a fire. 

* Lack of guards blocking rotating 
parts of machines to prevent hair and ex- 
tremities getting caught. 

* Lack of Chinese language instruc- 
tions on imported machines; workers 
know only how to turn them on and off, 
but not how to avoid misuse. 

While China bans independent work- 
ers unions, Kawakami said workplace 
safety issues were not political at the 
grassroots level. 

“The management side can accept 
practical, simple, easy to implement 
measures," he said, and urged the gov- 
‘ernment to educate managers and work- 
ers, especially as the country now pro- 
duces much of the world's products. 

"China's improving safety and health 
can havea great impact on the rest of the 
world," said Kawakami. 

Priority should be placed on the min- 
ing, construction and chemical indus- 
tries, where most of the accidents occur, 
according to the ILO. АЕР

While officials were setting their 
sights on Damascus, the Army also 
launched attacks in Hamas’ traditional 
Gaza Strip stronghold.

US Marine 
found guilty 
of abusing 
Iraq inmates 


CAMP PENDLETON, California—A Ma- 
rine reservist was found guilty Thurs- 
day of dereliction of duty and the abuse 
of prisoners last year at a makeshift de- 
tention camp in Iraq, but cleared of as- 
saulting a 52-year-old Iraqi man who 
later died there. 

Marine Sgt. Gary Pittman’s wife cried 
as the military jury's verdict was read fol- 
lowing four hours of deliberation. 
Pittman, wearing a khaki-and-green uni- 
form adomed with his service ribbons, 
stood without reaction. 

Pittman, 40, a federal prison guard in 
New York in his civilian life, was acquit- 
ted of the most serious charge, of karate- 
kicking 52-year-old Nagem Hatab in the 
chest shortly before the Iraqi was found 
dead in a dusty yard at the facility known 
as Camp Whitehorse. 

‘An autopsy found Hatab had six bro- 
ken ribs, as well as several deep bruises, 
and apparently died from suffocation 
caused by a broken bone in his throat. 

Pittman embraced his wife and defense 
attomey before leaving the courtroom ac- 
companied by his brother, an Army major. 
He didn't stop to speak with reporters. 

The jury was to begin sentencing de- 
liberations on Friday. Pittman could re- 
ceive up nine months in a military prison 
and a bad-conduct discharge. 

Pittman took the stand Wednesday 
and testified that he never assaulted a 
prisoner. He was one of the only witness- 
es to say that he saw no abuse at Camp 
Whitehorse. AP

How to tap the youth 


FINDING ways to fire up today’s 
youth and being able to tap their 
energies to make 50 
progress is one of the greatest 
challenges before governments 
today, Singaporean minister Vi- 
vian Balakrishnan, said at a fo- 
rum in Singapore yésterday. 

Young Leaders led the fight 
decades ago as Singapore gained 
independence and took critical 
decisions that gave the city-state 
its modern, cosmopolitan thrust. 

But that has led to a “happy 
state where in a sense, the youth 
don't have a huge cause of epic 
proportions to fight for,” said Dr.

This was a "dangerous state, 
he said, for the youth could then 
decide that since there is nothing 
big to fight for they can just focus 
on very “narrow issues, which in 
а capitalist system will simply 
mean aggrandisin wealth for 


themselves."

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Bush accepts nomination, 
promises a ‘safer world" .... 


Republican presidential nomination at the 
end of а four-day convention in New 
York—exactly two months away from the 
Nov. 2 election. 

Tn the city that transformed his presidency. 
three Septembers ago, Bush declared to a rau- 
cous Republican convention crowd: "We have 
fought the terrorists across the earth—not for 
pride, not for power, but because the lives of our 
citizens are at stake. .. We have led, many have 
joined, and America and the world are safer.” 

Bush stood a few kilometers from where 
two hijacked planes destroyed the World 
Trade Center on Sept. 11, 2001, to make а na- 
tionally broadcast appeal to Americans for 
another term. 

+ Bush, speaking from a circular stage at 
Madison Square Garden, outlined proposals 
that he said would address education, health 
care and jobs, while battering Democratic ri- 
val Sen. John Kerry for what he said was a 
weak and wavering record on national securi- 
tyand the economy. 

‘Thousands of people protested Bush as he 
spoke at the convention, with at least two 
dozen people arrestéd even before he took 
the stage. 

А crowd stretching five blocks chanted and 
roared outside the Garden in an area designat- 
ed for protests, while thousands of others gath- 
ered а few miles south in Union Square Park, 
holding candles, singing protest songs and voic- 
ing rage against the Iraq war and the president. 

Nearly 1,800 protesters have been arrested 
in a week of rallies and marches that were the 
largest in the history of US political conven- 
tions. 


Shaped by tragedy 

Bush repeatedly referred to the Sept. 11, 
2001, terrorist attacks as he portrayed his first 
term in the White House as one shaped by 
that tragedy. 

Не suggested that Kerry would falter in the 
faceof the continuing threat to America. 

He sought to make a virtue of his differ- 
ences with half or more of the electorate, and 
cast Kerry as a pandering, indecisive liberal 
unfit for wartime leadership. 

"One thing 1 have learned about the presi- 
dency is that whatever shortcomings you 
have, people are going to notice them,” Bush 
said, “and whatever strengths you have, 
you're going to need them.” 

Rare to admit mistakes, Bush copped to a 
few—arrogant, too blunt and cocky, and ex- 
plained them away with laugh lines. But he 
didn’t give an inch on the matters that matter 
most, a war in Iraq that has cost the lives of 
nearly 1,000 US troops, and a job-loss record 
that rivals Depression-era President Herbert 
Hoover. 


US headed in wrong direction? 

+ These two issues are fueling a sense of un- 
ease among voters, with nearly 60 percent 
saying the nation is headed in the wrong di- 
rection. By а 3-to-1 margin, people think the 
war in Iraq increased rather than decreased 
the threat of terrorism, and a solid majority 
don't think Bush has a clear plan for bringing 
the Iraq war to a successful resolution. He of- 
fered none in the speech, promising to bring 
troops home “as soon as possible,” when Iraq 
is secure and democratic. 

Bush defended the war by tying it, with the 
slenderest of threads, to the Sept. 11 attacks. 
At the dawn of an era of terror, his hand was 
forced by Saddam Hussein and strengthened 
by the support of US allies and congressional 
leaders, including Kerry, the President said. 

“ро 1 forget the lessons of Sept. 11th and 
take the word of a madman, or do ! take ac- 
tions to defend our country?" Bush said. 
“Faced with that choice, 1 will defend America 
every time." 

Then he set about suggesting that Kerry 
would make a different choice. The idea is to 
make people afraid to change, even as they're 
craving it. 


Tough guy image 

Bush noted that the Massachusetts senator 
voted to authorize war, then voted on both 
sides of a bill to pay for it. He said Kerry has 
mocked the small coalition of allies that 
backed rhe conflict 

* On the domestic front, Bush said, “We've 
s&en an economy rise to its feet" and ticked off 
a laundry list of small-bore initiatives to keep. 
ic rising. He promised more money to train 
workers and for community colleges and 
more economic zones offering tax relief to the 
poorest areas. 

Bush also took time to poke fun at his strug- 
gles with the English language and other 
foibles. 

; "People sometimes have to correct my En- 
glish,” he said. "I knew I had a problem when 
Arnold Schwarzenegger started doing it." The 
Austrian-born action hero, now the Republi- 
can governor of California, is backing Bush 
for re-election. 

But true to his image as a tough guy who 
fights back, Bush also took aim at those who 
have taken exception to what they see as 
bravado when he walks. 


Texan’s swagger 

"Some folks look at me and see a certain 
swagger—which in Texas is called walking,” 
he said. 

"Now and then I come across asa little too 
blunt, and for that we can all thank the 
white-haired lady sitting right up there,” he 
said, pointing to his mother, Barbara Bush. 

In the middle of Bush's speech, more than a 


thousand people marched out of the park 
down 15th Street and north on Eighth Avenue 
toward the Garden, chanting "No more 
Bush!" and other slogans. 

Kerry delivered his toughest attack on Bush 
and Vice President Dick Cheney in a late-night 
rally in Springfield. Ohio. 

“We all saw the anger and distortion of the 
Republican convention," Kerry said. "For the 
past week, they attacked my patriotism and 
my fitness to serve as commander in chief. 
Well, here's my answer; Pm not going to have. 
my commitment to defend this country ques- 
tioned by those who refused to serve when 
they could have and by those who have mis- 
led the nation into Iraq." 

While Bush is basing his campaign on his 
tough stance towards national security and a 
US right to launch preemptive strikes on sus- 
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pected terrorists, he has avoided focusing on 
the economy. 

Kerry wants to take advantage of that chink 
in Bush's armor, spotlighting the fact that 2.4 
million people have lost their jobs on his 
‘watch, 

Bush has staked his re-election on his abili- 
ty to protect the United States from terrorism, 
running the risk of losing votes on key 
bread-and-butter issues, analysts said. 

Bush's father lost his bid for re-election in 
1992 precisely because he ignored the econo- 
my 

А recent Gallup poll showed Kerry leading 
Bush 49-43 percent in voter confidence in his 
ability to manage the economy. The president 
also did not appear to have scored many 
points with his tax cut proposals. AP with

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US to help RP curb drug trafficking 


ÇEBU CITY—The United States govem- 
ment will help the Philippines in its fight 
against illegal drugs in the form of equip- 
ment and training, US Ambassador Frank 
Ricciardone Jr. said here yesterday. 

` Ricciardone said the US would be sending 
‘Timothy Teal, the chief of the US Drugs En- 
forcement Agency (DEA), to help train 
Philippine law enforcers and to preside over 
discussions on narcotics counter intelligence. 

The US envoy made these pledge at a 

meeting with Cebu City Rep. Antonio 
Cuenco, House committee chair on foreign 
affairs, and Cebu Gov. Gwendolyn Garcia. 

* Cuenco, who is also House committee 
vice chair on illegal drugs, had written to 
Ricciardone about the “runaway prolifera- 
tion” of the illegal drugs in the country. 

He said it was necessary to look into the 

US strategy in the fight against illegal 
drugs as the later had more than a 50 per- 
cent success rate in prosecuting drug cases 
compared to the Philippines’ 2 percent. 
‘The DEA experts will help train the 
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policemen members of the Philippine 
Drug Enforcement Agency in Central 
Visayas, the Cebu City Police Office and 
the Сери Provincial Police Office. 
Cuenco said the team, probably num- 
bering 10, would stay in Cebu fora week 
and would bring in some equipment 
needed for the training exercise to be 
held in late September or early October. 
Ricciardone clarified that the train- 
ing would include policemen from all 
over the country although the venue 
would be either Cebu or Manila. 
‘Aside from Teal, the US wil also be sending 
a legal attaché to confer with authorities on im- 
proving the prosecution of drug cases, he said. 
Ricciardone suggested that the Philip- 
pines might adapt US wiretapping prac- 
tices to track down drug lords as well as 
kidnappers and terrorists. He said wire- 
tapping can be done the right way and 
used as admissible evidence without en- 
croaching on personal freedom. 
“Strengthening the rule of law is im- 
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portant to everything, to business. 
There is a need for a good legislation. 
We can share expertise, you can look on 
ours,” said Ricciardone. 

Cuenco, who authored the Compre- 
hensive Dangerous Drugs Act, said he 
planned to file a bill to amend the coun- 
trys wiretapping law but said he ex- 
pected objections to it. 

“Its about time we utilize this. There isa 
police power of the state, we can tap 
phones, cell phones of the drug pushers 
and drug lords," said the congressman, 
adding that he would hold public hearings 
so people would know how important it is. 

Philippine National Police chief 
Edgar Aglipay meanwhile has tapped a 
former classmate to continue the cam- 
paign against drug trafficking that he 
led before becoming PNP chief. 

Director Ricardo de Leon, Aglipay's 
mistah at Philippine Military Academy 
Class 1971, will now head the Anti-llie- 
gal Drugs Special Operations Task Force, 


the PNP unit that Aglipay headed, 

The appointment of De Leon, who will 
concurrently head the Philippine Center for 
‘Transnational Crime, is seen as the PNP 
leadership's way of appeasing him after he 
was virtually shoved out of the organiza- 
tion by being appointed to the PCTC. 

De Leon headed for six months the Na- 
tional Capital Region Police Office. He was 
succeeded by Director Avelino Razon Jr. 

А senior police official said De Leon 
could have moved up the PNP hierarchy 
had not Deputy Director General Reynal- 
do Velasco, a PMA batch mate, been ар- 
pointed as the PNP's third in command, 

His new job will be quite demanding.

FFICIALS threw the book at them, and yet the 
0 protesters came. The conservative, cautious New 
York Times estimated the number of protesters 
that swarmed the streets of Manhattan on the first day of 
the Republican National Convention at a staggering 
500,000. If arrests are any indicator, the protests that be- 
gan that day were indeed large: 1,700 arrested and 
counting. Government warnings of as- 
EDITORIAL semblies being used as a cover by terror- 
ists, a huge police ргезепсе, and even 
denials of permits to protesters, including the Republican 
mayor of New York refusing a permit for a rally in the 
city's Central Park on the excuse there was fresh grass 
that might be trampled, couldn't stop the onslaught of 
protest. 

But the protests also could not stop the Republican 
counteroffensive in an election that is already putting the 
bitter contest of 2000 to shame. One by one, the big guns 
of the Republicans, including show-biz star turned Cali- 
fornia governor, Arnold Schwarzenegger, went to the 
podium to denounce their Democratic opponents. 

Tt was, however, the very choice of the venue for ће Re- 
publican political fiesta—the city of New York—that set 
the tone for the campaign. From the day it was an- 
nounced months back, New Yorkers were outraged over 
the selection of their city for a purely partisan exercise 
calculated to take political advantage of the Sept. 11 
tragedy. Not just because New York City is heavily Demo- 
cratic, but because their city’s ordeal is something they 
felt shouldn't be demeaned by being turned into a party 
mascot. Many New Yorkers voted with their feet, fleeing 
the city for the duration of the convention, Many more al- 
so took to their feet in protest. 

Ata time when a million American jobs have been lost, 
the Republican party has decided to anchor its campaign 
on George W. Bush’s image as a war leader. The conven- 
tion featured his wife singing his praises as а commander; 
it.continued with more such praises from his vice presi- 
dent and even a Democratic politician who once helped 
nominate Bill Clinton; and it ended with Bush himself 
making a prime-time speech proclaiming the enduring 
virtues of his “War on Terror.” 

‘The world, however, could not have failed to notice 
that even as the Republicans beat the war drums in New 
York, two buses were destroyed by suicide bombers in Is- 
rael; hundreds of young students were taken hostage by 
bomb-wielding terrorists in one of the former republics of 
the Soviet Union; bombs continued to explode in Iraq; 
and Osama bin Laden remains free. 

‘The Republican party is hoping to achieve victory on 
the basis of the inability of terrorists to mount a serious 
attack on the United States. It ignores the results the Re- 
publican-led war on terror has had on so many other 
countries: Spain, bombed; Thailand, with its Muslim re- 
gion seething in rebellion; Italians, Japanese and Fil- 
ipinos held hostage in Iraq. From a myopic point of view, 
the argument may hold water that America is safer; but 
Americans, and those who шу to be her friends, are not. 
In the end, America is not safer: it has merely held off at- 
tacks for now, at great cost to her prestige, influence and 
economy. 

‘America has not seen so many arrests.during a political 
convention since the late 1960s, when the American 
youth, outraged over the Vietnam War, stormed the 
Democratic convention in Chicago, much more violently, 
it must be said, than the protesters that took to Manhat- 
tan’s avenues. To those who are old enough to remember 
Vietnam, there is an eerie sense of déjà vu that arises from 
witnessing a nation that professes such idealism straying 
so far from the path of its own beliefs. 

The Republicans have proclaimed their convention a 
“defining moment” in the contemporary history of Ameri- 
са, Their opponents concede that there is, indeed, a fight 
for the very soul of their country. For people like us, 
watching from the periphery, it must be asked, is the 
world safer? 

The world surely has an answer, and it is no. But it 
doesn't vote in American elections. It just has to live with 
their consequences—or die because of them. 
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Hogging the pork barrel 


KUDOS to Senators Joker Arroyo, Panfilo Lac- 
son, Alfredo Lim and Manuel Roxas for joining 
Senate President Franklin Drilon in giving up 
their pork barre! allocations in the current gen- 
eral appropriations bill. They deserve the high- 
est praise for their selflessness compared to the 
continuing greed of their colleagues who have 
clung to their dubious perquisites despite gen- 
eral public disgust over their imperviousness 
to the serious financial crisis of the country 
that requires sacrifice from everyone, especial- 
ly its leaders. 

Some of those who are reluctant to give up 
their extraordinary privileges are trying to jus- 
tify their cupidity by arguing that they have 
certain commitments and promises to fulfill to 
their constituents, who are the ones ultimately 
to suffer with the abolition of the pork barrel. 
That is hogwash, of course. They are just being 
piggish because their real intention is to ad- 
vance their own finances, not only through 
transfer of some of their pork barrel allocation 
to their own personal accounts but also 
through the exaction of the usual kickbacks 
from crooked contractors for the public pro- 
jects to which the rest of their fund is devoted. 

Especially hypocritical is the change of heart 
of some party-list representatives who were so 
opposed to the pork barrel, calling it a massive 
theft of public funds, when they were still pri- 
vate citizens and not honorable members of 
the House of Representatives. Now they are 
singing a different tune as potential beneficia- 
Чез of the very abuse they attacked so self- 
righteously and doggedly before. It is possible 
that their previous commendable stand 
against the pork barrel might have been one of 
the reasons why their party was favored by the 
electorate, but that is no longer important. So 
soon have these pretenders blithely rejected 
their past principles in favor of present profits. 

Speaker Jose de Venecia has launched a do- 
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mation campaign to induce his colleagues in 
the lower House to make personal donations 
to the government in order to lighten the cur- 
rent financial crisis. He has himself given РІ 
million of his own money to what he calls a 
Freedom Fund to reduce the national defi 
He is hoping others will follow suit, with the 
5,000 richest families to also contribute P1 
million each, for a total amount of PS billion. 
This would not include the sums that could 
come from the congressmen themselves which 
could make up a tidy fortune, too if they would 
beso generous. 
ving a suspicious mind when it comes to 

politicians’ supposedly affirmative gambits, 1 
have the feeling that the Speakers donation 
‘campaign has a secret egocentric and ungener- 
ous motive. While conceding and praising its an- 
nounced purpose, I think it is also a scheme to 
save the pork barrel. The leader of the House 
knows the sentiment of its members, and that 
sentiment is selfish. There are a few conscien- 
tious souls in that suspect chamber who detest 
the pork barrel and are prepared, nay, deter- 
mined, to kill it once and for all. However, the 
great majority of the chosen representatives of 
the people in the lower (the “I” is not capitalized) 
House are prepared, nay determined, to save it. 

Perhaps Speaker De Venecia is hoping that if 
his Freedom Fund succeeds and is moreover 
supplemented with the voluntary donations of. 
the members of the House of Representatives, 


it will no longer be necessary to talk about re- 
moving or reducing the pork barrel. The cur- 
rent effort against it will be abandoned and 
Congress can quietly go back to the old happy 
system and continue enjoying the perquisites - 
the senators and representatives have beem 
‘maintaining in the general appropriations law ` 
every year. 

That's a bad dream, or better still, a 
mare if you will. The current financi 
‘coupled by the increased revulsion against this 
monstrous abuse of the people's money by the 
grasping few in Congress and Malacañang, can: 
no longer save the pork barrel. Attacking it be- 
fore was merely fashionable and pro forma for 
public consumption, and not many people 
paid attention. President Estrada was dutifully 
applauded when he announced its abolition as, 
а major policy of his administration, but no- 
body complained when the pork barrel re. 
mained untouched. But itis different now be- 
cause the people are fed up and the public trea- 
sury is washed up. 

It is incredible that, according to verifiable 
statistics reported in this paper, the members! 
of Congress receive a total of P20 billion in: 
pork barrel allocations every year—P65 mil- 
lion for each representative and P200 million 
for each senator. That fantastic amount could 
be better used to serve more urgent public; 
needs like the establishment of more schools, 
health centers and hospitals, the purchase of 
medicines for the needy, the hiring of better 
teachers and the increase of their salaries, the 
construction of feeder roads, and other pro- 
jects designed to improve the life of the 
sovereign people. The government has ne. 
glected this basic obligation, in favor of the 
abusive few who enjoy the pork barrel. 

How much longer will the nation endure, 
this tyranny of avarice? There must be an end: 
to its supine toleration by the suffering people. 


Lower real income, more equal distribution 


THERES good news and bad news that the re- 
cently released 2003 Family Income and Ex- 
penditure Survey (FIES) brings. The good 
news is that the distribution of income in the 
Philippines has become slightly more equal. 
‘The share in total income of the Top 10 percent 
(che 10th decile) of Filipino families dropped 
from 38.3 percent in 2000 to 36.8 percent last 
year, while the share of each of the other nine 
deciles increased correspondingly, with the 
poorest 30 percent of families accounting for 
8.4 percent of total income, up from 7.9 per- 
cent. Not a very large increase, granted, but ev- 
ery little bit helps. 

‘The Gini ratio, a measure of inequality (with 
values between 0 and 1, in order of increasing 
inequality), bears this out: It went down from 
0.4822 to 0.4660 during the three-year period. 

This does not mean, of course, that every re- 
gion in the Philippines experienced the same 
improvement. The NCR shows the greatest im- 
provement, while the ARRM shows the great- 
est relative deterioration in income distribu- 
Чоп, closely followed by the Zamboanga 
Peninsula (Region IX). In fact, 8 of the 17 re- 
gions in the Philippines had higher Gini ratios 
in 2003 than in 2000—but we are concentrat- 
ing on the good news at the moment. 

‘Another piece of good news is that the aver- 
age real family income (taking out the effect of 
prices) increased in three regions—Cagayan 
Valley, Bicol and Central Visayas—while it re- 
mained the same in a fourth region, the AR- 
MM. This is good news, particularly because 
Bicol and the ARMM have very high percent- 
age of families living below the poverty line 
(poverty incidence). 

‘Admittedly, this may be stretching the good 
news a little too wide, but it should be pointed 
ош that the share of food expenditures in total 
expenditures has also gone down. This does 
not indicate that people are eating less. Under 
normal circumstances, this would indicate En- 
gle's Law, which says that increases in income 
are accompanied by less than proportional in- 
creases in demand for food, but as we shall see 
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subsequently (in the bad news portion), this 
does not apply. The more obvious reason for 
the decrease in the share of food expenditures, 
borne out by the data, is that food prices have 
not gone up as fast as the prices of other com- 
modities, which is something we can all derive 
some comfort from. The Consumer Price Index 
(CPD shows that while the price level of all 
items went up by 14.9 percent berween 2000 
and 2003, the price of food, beverages (and to- 
bacco) went up by 8.7 percent. 

That total family income went up by 8.9 per- 
cent overall would have qualified to be good 
news, except that the number of families con- 
tributing to that income increased by 933,000 
at the same time. This means that average 
nominal family incomes grew by only 2.5 per- 
cent. When we take into consideration that the 
general level of prices, or CPI, as mentioned 
above, went up-by 14.9 percent, that means 
that even if average incomes went up, the 
amount of goods these could buy went down. 
(Oops, National Statistics Office, your slip is 
showing. According to the July 2004 Economic 
Indicators released by the NCSB, inflation for 
2003 was 14.9 percent, while in the FIES re- 
lease, you indicate an inflation rate of 13.9 
percent. It is your office which is in charge. 
Which one is the typographical error?) 

Which is the start of the bad news. Taking 
the movement of prices into consideration, 
that increase in nominal average income trans- 
lates to a decrease in real average family in- 
come amounting to 10 percent for the Philip- 
pines as a whole. This means that even with 
their increase in income, they could buy 10 


percent less goods. Families in the NCR suf. 
fered а 19.3 percent decrease in their real 
comes, followed by those in Region X or North- 
em Mindanao (12 percent), Region ХШ or 
Caraga (10.4 percent) and Region IV-A or Cal- 
abarzon (10.1 percent). 

‘The impact of this on the country’s poverty 

айол is pretty bad. After all, while a coun- 
пуз growth is a necessary condition for devel- 
opment, it is not sufficient. The growth must 
result in increased well-being for the people, 
particularly in the marginalized sectors. 

‘The data show thar when the growth rate of 
average family income outstrips the growth rate 
in prices (inflation rate), this is accompanied by 
a drop in poverty incidence. This happened in 
1988 (as compared го 1985), 1991, 1994 and 
1997. In the latter year, while prices went up by 
247 percent compared to 1994, average in- 
‘comes rose by 48.1 percent, and poverty inci- 
dence went down by almost 4 percentage 
points. On the other hand, while average family 
income in 2000 was 16.9 percent higher than in 
1997, the general price level increased by 22.1 
percent—and poverty incidence increased by 
almost one percentage point. 

In the current situation, you have average 
incomes increasing by 2.5 percent, while 
prices increased by 13.9 percent (or 14.9 per- 
cent) between 2000 and 2003. It stands to rea- 
son that poverty incidence increased during 
the period—and by a larger amount than in 
2000. Й 

Ву пом the reader must be wondering why 
there isa discrepancy between the story we get 
from the National Income Accounts (our GDP 
‘growth rates), and the story we get from tho. 
Family Income and Expenditure Survey (on 
poverty). Well, economists and statisticians 
are also surprised. (This is the first time that 
this has happened in the Philippines, although’, 
it is not a unique experience in other develop: 
ing countries.) { 

‘Until the time we have an explanation, Erap 
has every reason to laugh, and the opposition’ 
will be having a held day. 

. 
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IN TIMES of national crisis, symbols are always 
important. In Great Britain, for instance, during 
World War Il, the Royal Family became the sym- 
bol of stubborn resistance to German bombs. 
During the reign of terror of the Khmer Rouge in 
Cambodia, the presence of King Sihanouk and 
Queen Monineath in Phnom Penh, even though 
they could only manage to plant vegetables оп 
те palace grounds as house prisoners, was a 
source of inspiration to their people. 

In our current fiscal crisis, various moves by 
our leaders have become symbols to the nation. 
These include the giving up by the senators of 50 
to 100 percentof their pork barrel, a similar move 
by congressmen to cut 38 percent of their pork 
and, not the least, the targeted PS billion “Free- 
dom Fund" being put together by Speaker Jose de. 
Venecia, who donated PI million from his person- 
al funds. Donors to this Freedom Fund include 
various businessmen from the different chambers 
of commerce. AES 

All these moves are good and useful symbols 
that raise the hopes and morale of the people 
during this fiscal crisis. But there were some cu- 
rious reactions from the ordinary citi 
There were those who felt that donations being. 
given by the taipans of P1 million or P2 million 
Were а pittance. As one Makati employee put it, 
asking any of the taipans to donate P1 million is 
like asking this citizen to give P20. 

Irather subscribe to the argument of Lance 
Gokongwei, president of JG Summit Corp., 
who opined that more than the symbolic ges- 
ture of donating cash, what is more important 
is for big businesses to pay their taxes correct- 
уу. I recall one BIR official who related some 
years back that of the thousands of residents 
in the plushest subdivisions of Makati, Forbes 
Park and Dasmarifias Village, there were actu- 
ally an insignificant number who paid Р1 mil- 
lion in taxes a year! I wonder if the picture has 
changed now. Paying the correct taxes has be- 
соте а patriotic duty, 

The nation surely appreciates the P2 million 
that tycoon Lucio Tan has pledged to JDV's Free- 
dom Fund. But it would really be such a big help if 
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he would pay the P7.8 billion in back taxes (from 
excise taxes, VAT and income taxes) that for some 
из now has been classified as “immediately col- 
lecible" from his business empire, but which re- 
mains uncollected. This amount is part of the 
P25.6 billion in back taxes slapped on Tan during 
the Ramos era, which he is contesting till now in 
court. The P7.8 billion is classified as immediately 
collectible because Tan did not appeal the assess- 
ment for 1992 and, by operation of law, it has be- 
come final and executory. If Tan were to pay this 
amount, what a big help it would be in this crisis. 

The fiscal crisis is in the minds of all citizens 
and, as history has proved on countless occa- 
sions, times of adversity could be splendid op- 
pes ies to unite a people. Some citizens 

ауе, in fact, wondered if an appeal couldn't 
be made to the seven or eight million Filipinos 
abroad to donate just $1 per person. That sin- 
gular act alone would immediately infuse into 
the economy $7 million to $8 million or P385 
million. 

‘The options are limitless. The senators and 
representatives are taking a cut from their 
РРАБ or salaries, and the Palace has said it 
‘would match whatever they give up. Business- 
men have pledged millions and the Church has 
asked the clergy to give up part of their al- 
lowances. Now comes the Philippine National 
Police-under Director General Edgar Aglipay 
surrendering a day's wage, which could come 
up to P25 million. But what about the execu- 
tives of the government-owned and controlled 
corporations who are paid very high salaries? 
Сап they not donate also part of their pay? 


Some quarters are objecting to the appoint- 
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ment of former Batanes Rep. Florencio Abad аз 
education secretary on the grounds that he's not 
an educator and that, being the Liberal Party 
president, he's just another politician. I would 
shoot those objections down by, stressing that 
perhaps it’s better that a non-educator heads the 
DepEd, just as it seems better that a non-military 
heads the Department of National Defense for 
they bring a fresh approach and perspective to 
their new turf. 

Few probably know that Abad was recom- 
mended to President Macapagal-Arroyo by his 
predecessor, Secretary Edilberto de Jesus, who 
said Abad “can build on the foundations we have 
established.” De Jesus said the former lawmaker 
shares our vision for the education sector and 
ваз the credentials to push the legislative agenda 
required for further reform.” Those credentials 
include his business administration degree from 
the Ateneo in 1980, the law degree he earned 
from the same university in 1985 as a president's 
scholar, and his master’s degree in public admin- 
istration from Harvard University in 1993 as a 
Ford/Asia Foundation scholar. He has al 
tended special training seminars in prestigious 
institutions abroad. 

After a brief stint in Cory Aquino's Cabinet, 
Abad ran for three consecutive terms in 
Congress and this gave him enormous experi- 
ence in various committees, notably the pow- 
erful appropriations committee as well as the 
agrarian reform, basic education and energy 
‘committees. But just as important, he’s an ac- 
knowledged mover in civil society, particularly 
in agrarian development, peace-building and 
governance reforms and public education ad- 
vocacies. All of these give him a wealth of ex- 
perience in consensus- and linkage-building 
which the DepEd, after all, ly all about 
(between school, parents and community). 
Former Senate President Jovito Salonga also 
told me something that few know: Abad was 
imprisoned in Fort Bonifacio and Camp Bicu- 
tan in 1978 and was detained at Camp Karin- 
gal in 1980 with his wife Dina, who's now the 
Batanes representative, for their advocacy of 
human and trade union rights. 


Listening to the choir 


LONDON—"Some have criticized this gathering 
аза collection ofthe choir,” remarked Dr. Fred Sai 
at the opening plenary of “Countdown 2015,” а 
global roundtable taking place here marking the 
0th anniversary of the International Conference 
оп Population and Development (СРО). 

Dr. Sai, a family health physician from Ghana 
whois best known as the chair of the negotiations 
in the 1994 ICPD in Cairo and the previous meet 
in Mexico in 1984, was in his typical down-to- 
earth manner remarking on the fact that the ma- 
jority of those gathered in London were the "con- 
verted,” being themselves advocates, experts, ac- 
tivists and service providers in various fields of 
sexual and reproductive health and rights. 

“But the choir doesn’t sing for itself alone," he 
added. “It is the responsibility of the choir to sing 
to the community, and to get them to join the 
singing.” 

The problem, though, is that not only is the 
“ог” greeted by catcalls and jeers from those who 
disagree with them among the audience, but also 
that members of the choir themselves sing with dis- 
cordant voices. Another urgent task for the choir 
‘members gathered here, then, is not just to find а 
common voice, or at least to attempt to sing in har- 
mony, but also to, as Dr. Sai said, "examine the an- 
thems we sing, lookat the melody and harmony, and 
take a closer look at the percussion instruments." 

Having been “midwife” of the Cairo consensus, 
Dr. Sai, who just last week celebrated his 80th 

ау, said he was perhaps justified in his inor- 
dinate pride in his “baby” “The ICPD achieved a 
level of agreement that seems astounding today” 
he said. But 10 years after Cairo, not only is this 
consensus coming under attack, it is also being 
subverted at the policy and program level, locally 
and internationally, largely through the "unjust 
impositions of big governments and big churches." 
‘THIS is not just а matter of global geo-political 
and religious struggle, Sai made clear. For the 
misinformation being spread on matters of 
sexual and reproductive health and the with- 
holding of funding and services to programs 
that address these concerns “amount to denial 


WE like to say that we are so used to natural dis- 
asters that we don't flinch year in and year out 
when the monsoon season comes along causing 
monstrous floods. Our history is replete with sto- 
ries of epidemics, wars, invasions, politics (one 
has to admit it has been rather calamitous), and 
various other natural disasters. The last big one 
within living memory seems to be the Pinatubo 
eruption, but the next disaster soon obliterates 
the memory of the previous one. The following 
are old accounts of eruptions; the difference is 
that the population was nowhere near what it is 
right now and thus, few were affected unlike in 
present-day calamities. 

In 1627, one of the highest mountains of the 
Caraballos sunk. In Mindanao, after a great 
earthquake, a horrible crevice opened in a moun- 
tain and gave passage to the waves of the sea, 
leaving the once beautiful countryside uninhabit- 
able. Tales of such disasters in different epochs 
are part of the popular lore handed down from 
generation to generation. 

In 1871 it was reported that Mayon Volcano 
was emitting smoke. The writer noted that it was 
well known that it had erupted more than once 
and blanketed the region with ashes and stones. 
On July 20, 1767, it erupted in a burst of smoke 
and flames for 10 days, creating a frightful river 
of lava more than 20 fathoms wide in the eastern 
section. In the same year, on Oct. 24, it discharged 
such a huge amount of water that it destroyed the 
towns of Malinao, Camalig, Guinobatan, Ligao, 
Polangui and even Albay. To the southwest, trees 
‘were covered with sand up to their crowns. 

It was frightening, and indeed something to be 
feared, to think that a whole region may someday 
be altered into a vast lake as"what happened in 
Batangas where a mountain sunk. The only thing 
that was left atop the waters was a little volcano 
notaller than a knoll. 

« It is true that the Laguna of Taal and the island 
of that volcano present a unique and singular as- 
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of access to the fruits of science and technolo- 
gy” to those who need it most—poor women 
and their children. 

Thoraya Ahmed Obaid, executive director of 
the UN Population Fund, identified three areas 
that are “especially critical”: maternal health, 
HIV/AIDS and access to and funding for essen- 
tial supplies. 

“No other health indicator exhibits such a 
glaring gap, such a discrepancy between rich 
and poor nations, as maternal mortality,” said 
Obaid. The deaths of women due to pregnancy 
and childbirth, she said, “is more than a shame, 
itis a crime. And invariably itis the poorest and 
youngest women who fare the worst.” Indeed, 
pregnancy and childbirth are the leading caus- 
es of death to young women between 15 and 19 
years old around the world. 

On the other hand, of the 14,000 people who 
get infected with HIV/AIDS every day, half аге 
women and half are young people between the. 
ages of 15 and 24, Obaid said. "We can protect 
women from the disease by investing in their 
health and rights. Giving a woman access to re- 
productive health services and information is 
the surest way to help her avoid sexually trans- 
mitted infections. This would also save her from 
unwanted pregnancy and unsafe abortion." 

‘The third issue, she said, is the shortage of re- 
productive health commodities, condoms and 
contraceptives, made even more urgent by 
findings that demand for these is ex to 
increase by 40 percent between now and 2015. 
“TODAY, every single minute: 190 women become 
pregnant with a pregnancy they do not want or did

pect. It measures some three leagues and has a 
triangular shape. The isle looks like a submerged 
mountain, at whose top is a crater measuring a 
league in circumference.

The water in the lagoon turned 
black and boiled with an insufferable odor of 
brimstone. The eruption lasted three days. 

А more terrible eruption happened in Decem- 
ber 1764 which destroyed the towns of Taal, 
Salas and Lipa. Again the waters of the lagoon 
boiled and bubbled and terrible rivers of sulfur 
and bitumen appeared, leveling the area of Bon- 
bon. The ashes reached the, provinces of Tondo, 
Bulacan and Pampanga. In Cavite, it grew so dark 
at noon the lights had to be turned on. The very 
roofs of Manila, 20 leagues from the volcano, 
were covered with ash while the whole island 
shuddered with the horrible thunder and terrify- 
ing rumbles that cut through the air and through 
the interior of the earth, 

‘There are volcanoes as well in Mindanao and in 
the month of January 1640, one of its mountains, 
60 leagues from Zamboanga, exploded with a 
dreadful noise, spewing tree trunks from its top to 
a distance of two leagues. Hundreds of years later, 


пос plan—and which contraceptives could have 
prevented. Today, every single minute, 650 people 
contract а sexually transmitted infection and 10 
ple are infected with HIV—all of which could 
ауе been avoided with condoms,” said Obaid. 

And what makes the situation ай the more alarm- 
ing is that funding for reproductive health services 
has been falling. In 1992, said Obaid, donor govem- 
ments contributed 30 percent of the money for con- 
traceptive commodities, but 10 years later, the figure 
stood at just over 20 percent. An even bigger scandal 
is that the of the worlds richest coun- 
tries have given the least, while those of poor and 
developing countries are doing “slightly better” And 
it's not as if the money isn't there—it's just the politi- 
cal will that’s missing. As Obaid observed, “adding 
just one days worth of the world's $1 trillion in year- 
ly military spending to Cairos annual funding 
‘would fulfil the 20-year promise of the ICPD.” 
QUITE apart from seeing to it that “the choir" 
sings louder, or at least “gets a bigger loud- 
speaker,” as another participant remarked, 
another urgent task is to make the choir big- 
ger, to strengthen or to create, if necessary, 
links with other groups and advocacies such 
as the HIV/AIDS community and the environ- 
mental movement. 

Steve Sinding, director general of the Inter- 
national Planned Parenthood Federation, said 
that several efforts had been made to link with 
these two communities but he sensed “a reluc- 
tance” to join up with the sexual and repro- 
ductive health groups “because of the contro- 
versy around reproductive health and sexuali- 
ty” He had a sense, he said, that “they were 
keeping at arm's length from us." 

‘Reaching out to these groups and learning 
from their experiences and finding ways to 
broaden the reach of advocacy efforts are also 
part of the agenda during this Roundtable. If 
people are to be at the center of development, 
then all these groups should realize that all 
these issues really have to do with people and 
with helping people, especially women and 
youth, improve their lives.

Thus, the floods begin and it is almost impossible 
to walk through the streets, disgracefully bad to 
begin with, and the amount of water is so great 
thar it covers the fields converting them into in- 
terminable lakes. 

But once the waters recede, the vista refreshes 
with its unfading velvety verdure like a thick car- 
pet where showy flowers are born, whose splen- 
dor outshines even the most beautiful of the tem- 
perate zone. One harvest replaces another with- 
ош the vegetation dying or the corpulent trees 
losing their leaves. 

Hurricanes are frequent and ruinous with 
winds whipping roofs off, devastating the fields, 
tearing the leaves off the trees leaving them bald, 
isolating the houses, thoroughly destroying them 
in the coasts, putting ships in danger and fright- 
ening everyone so that it seems like the end of the 
world. There is nothing in the West comparable 
to the incessant thunder and lightning and the 
hoarse noise of a bagyo that without ceasing 
moves the foundations of the earth.

Dumb ads 
and smart ads. 


BEING THE DAUGHTER of a graphic designer, I grew up sur- 
rounded by many print advertisements. This exposure has. 
made me quite sensitive to innovations in print design and 
aware of the evolution of ads. 

1 can still recall the days when my dad had to literally cut 
and paste photos while working on a design, using rugby as an 
adhesive, and using those rub-on stencils. One night during a 
power ^ blackout, 
Which ofen hap- 
pened in the late 
1980s, we almost 
bumed ourselves 
when the rugby on 
oneofmy dad's plates 
caught fire after a 
candle toppled over. 

Now, there's no 
need to fear that. 
Technology has elim- 
inated the fire haz- 
ard and the tedious task of carefully cutting out figures from 
photographs. 

Та the meantime, ads have moved from newspapers to 
billboards to floors and all kinds of location! 1 continue to be 
amazed at how ingenious advertisers can be, placing their 
ads everywhere! 

But one thing I have also noticed with regret is that many 
brands have lost confidence in their products. Pm no market- 
ing expert, just a consumer or a viewer responding to the im- 
ages advertisers send to millions of other potential сопа 
sumers out there. So, what prompts me to say tha? = 

One complaint I have is this: There are so many people 
and faces everywhere endorsing products to which they can 
hardly be related. Consider the Speed detergent ad. Do the 
Sex Bomb Dancers even do their laundry? What makes ји 
bunch of dancers credible endorsers of laundry detergents?, 
They hardly cover themselves while normal people wear ` 
Jeans and shirts or dresses. 

Last summer, Tide placed a huge ad along Edsa. It just: 
showed one big logo. Apparently company officials believed 
enough in their product. They knew everybody knew and 
trusts Tide and that it needed no one to endorse it. The logq 
spoke for itself and it could stand alone. 

What is even worse is that some companies manifest their 
lack бї confidence in their products not only by using “соп. 
troversial" endorsers (whoever captures intense emotional 
response) but also by making some strong reference to sex: 
In plain language, they use sex to sell their products. And 
they don't care what effect this may have especially on young 
minds. 

Brand managers will probably answer that these images 
have aesthetic value, that they are produced for art's sake. 
But beauty is that which is pleasing to behold because of 
their truth and goodness. Nobody wants to be deceived. No- 
body appreciates a lie. Images that present a distorted view. 
of reality contradict the very nature of art. T 

Other companies might say, "Well that's their probl 
Our audience is smart enough to distinguish what is artistic- 
and whatis vulgar." 

But why do they treat people as if they were dumb? Таке, 
the example of the some makers of underwear. Why do they 
show the stuff as some kind of over or above wear? Kaya ngd 
under, because they are supposed to be worn за йайт! 
What's the point of showing garments being worn in a way 
that they are not supposed to be worn? Not only does this 
show a lack of confidence in their product, it also demon- 
strates a lack of creativity. And yet ads like this have beer 
popping up like mushrooms these days! 

On the other hand, the latest ad of Kamiseta showing Nà« 
talie Portman sporting a denim jacket and pants is a refresh 
ing sight. It just shows me how much Kamiseta trusts Port; 
‘man—as well as its own products. Portman looks nice, neat 
and preppy.in her Kamiseta outfit. If I ever had the chance tc 
meet Portman, I would say to her, "Nice outfit!” That ad gives 
justice to Portman, who is а movie star and a Yale student. 

Other ads that like are those of Fundador and Coca-Cola, 
which creatively and elegantly promote their products 
alone. When I first saw the Fundador ad, 1 told myself th 
for once I have seen a liquor brand that didn't use a bikini- 
clad woman to sell it. Д 

Consumers aren't just passive viewers submitting to 
whatever image is being flashed at them. We react, too! 
And I challenge advertisers to squeeze out more of their 
creative juices and try to make ads that make sense, be- 
cause there are many that don't. Smart audiences deserve 
smart ads.

AWAYWARD BMW, driven by Richard Ong, plowed in- 
то Precious Baldo, a University of the Philippines phi- - 
losophy student, and five others on Feb. 18, 2003 on 
the UP campus, Baldo died four days after the acci- 
dent, while the five others survived their injuries. 

‘Ong and his cousin Dick Kenneth Soriano, who was 
riding in his car, were reportedly drunk when the acci- 
dent happened on the UP campus. Ong was charged 
with reckless imprudence resulting in homicide and 
multiple physical injuri 

The case was raffled off to Branch 88 of the Quezon 
City regional trial court, but was later transferred to 
the sala of Branch 89 Judge Elsa de Guzman. 

Meryl Antonio, one of the victims who sustained зе- 
rious physical injuries, said two other victims, Gwen- 
dolyn Puyat and Gerry Hipol, had already agreed to 
settle the case out of court. Baldo's parents, tricycle 
driver Arnel de La Cruz and Antonio herself were bent 
оп seeing the case through. 

Another victim, Gian Carla Ambrosio, has filed а 
separate case against Ong. 

Case status: The trial is ongoing, with the prosecu- 
tion presenting witnesses. The next hearing is sched- 
uled on Sept.

Amend oil deregulation law

‘THERE are two very good reasons 
why 1 think the oil deregulation 
law should be amended: 

_ 1. Lack of built-in safeguards. 
When the country is faced with a 
crisis, the Department of Trade 
and Industry, invoking the Do- 
mestic Price Control Law, would 
pounce hard on small traders and 
on the tinderos and tinderas in 
palengkes as if these people are 
raking in millions in profits. But 
when the oil companies are the 
ones on a “price increase frenzy,” 
the government does nothing and 
uses the oil deregulation law as a 
convenient excuse for its inac- 
tion, 

The ой deregulation law 
should be amended to introduce 
ап oil price control mechanism 
(OPCM) that would allow gov- 
ernment intervention to control 
prices at some points. For in- 
stance, a benchmark price may be 


established (especially for diesel, 
apparently the most socially sen- 
sitive among oil products). When 
the benchmark price is about to 
be breached, the OPCM may be 
called into play. 

‘The OPCM should also include 
the following: 

* No price increase shall be al- 
lowed until the oil companies" 
“old stocks” are depleted. 

* The government may com- 
pel the oil companies to raise their 
prices by small amounts instead of 
bya single big increase. 

© Price increases shall be sub- 
ject to review by the Department 
of Energy. In reviewing the prices, 
the DOE should not rely solely on 
the Dubai crude price and Mean of 
Platts Singapore (MOPS) bench- 
marks. Local refineries also pro- 
cess other types of crude oils and, 
in the case of local oil importers, 
they may not necessarily be pay- 


ing the prices indicated in the 
MOPS because of discounts, term 
payments, etc. Such data can be 
easily checked from documents 
submitted to the Bureau of Cus- 
toms by the oil companies. 

‘One important tool that would 
be very useful—and should be 
developed by the DOE to aid 
them in their review—is what the 
ой refiners call the Refinery Lin- 
ear Programming System. in the 
oil company I used to work for, 
this system is used extensively to 
simulate different types of crude 
ой to come up with the optimum 
crude mix that would yield the 
best results, given certain con- 
straints. 

2. When the ой industry was 
still regulated, people from the 
Bureau of Internal Revenue and 
the DOE would visit the oil termi- 
nals and depots at exactly 12 mid- 
night before the day a price in- 


crease or decrease isto take effect. 
All loading operations in the ter- 
minals would stop and the BIR 
and DOE personnel would note 
down actual inventories of the ой 
companies, including those al- 
ready in transit from the refineries 
to the depots.

Women needing treatment

WHEN Victor Agbayani became governor of 
‘Pangasinan іп 1998, he realized how serious a 
health problem abortion was in the province. 

Cases of postabortion complications 
ranked fifth in the admissions list of the Pan- 
gasinan Provincial Hospital in San Carlos 
City. 

So when he learned that some hospitals 
were testing a program on the prevention and 
management of abortion and its complica- 
tions (PMAC), Agbayani decided that Pan- 
gasinense women deserved this health ser- 
vice. 

In an interview with the IvgumER last 
month, Agbayani explained his interest in the 
РМАС program thus: "We are against abor- 
tion, but when you have abortion complica- 
tion cases brought to your hospitals ... you 
have to do something about them. 

“Women who have induced abortions can 
suffer complications that can affect their 
health. They can die. How can we discrimi- 
nate against them [when] it is our responsi- 
bility to take care of their health?” 

After convincing the US Agency for In- 
ternational Development (USAID) to pro- 
vide funding, Pangasinan was able to im- 
plement the project in 2001. But it was re- 


and were resorting to more abortions because 
they were being treated kindly in the hospi- 
tals,” said Dr. Cynthia Garcia, who was in 
charge of EngenderHealth’s clinical manage- 
ment training component. 

The increase was actually an indication of. 
the women's growing trust in the healthcare 
workers, she said, adding:

Perhaps the best indicator of the program's 
success in Pangasinan is the low number of 
"repeat abortees.”

"Certain adjustments had to be 
made. One was the program's 
name: from post-abortion care 
(the usual term in other coun- 
tries), it was to be known as pre- 
vention and management of 
abortion and its complications 
(РМАС). 

In May 2000, then Health Sec- 
retary Alberto Romualdez Jr. is- 
sued Administrative Order 45-B 
laying down a government PMAC 
policy. 

The AO stated that women 
were entitled to “quality and hu- 
mane” post-abortion care ser- 
vices by “competent, compassion- 
ate, objective and non-judgmen- 
tal” healthcare workers in a 
“well-equipped institution." 

At about that time, Engender- 
Health, using a grant from the 
David and Lucile Packard Foun- 
dation, began implementing 
PMAC in eight hospitals in Metro 
Manila and the provinces in close 
coordination with the РОН. 

The number of hospitals was 
later increased with additional 
funding from the US Agency for 
International Development (Us- 
aid). By the end of 2003, Engen- 
derHealth had trained’ several 
batches of healthcare staff in 17 
hospitals, mostly government- 
run. 


More guts 

А number of medical institu- 
tions, induding the Philippines" 
foremost maternity hospital, the 
Jose Fabella Memorial Hospital in 
Manila, were offered a slot in En- 
genderHealth's PMAC program. 

But their administrators had 
some “reservations,” mostly con- 
cerning the program's controver- 
sial natute, said Dr. Cynthia Gar- 
cia, who was in charge of the clin- 
ical training segment. 

EngenderHealth looked else- 
where for a positive response. It 
found other institutions that were 
willing to participate, mostly in 
the rural areas. 

“It seemed like those in the 
provinces had more guts,” Garcia 
said. 

The postabortion counseling 
training served as an eye-opener 
for doctors, nurses and mid- 
Wives. 

"They realized that what they 
had been doing to the women 
was wrong," Garcia said 

"We pointed out to them that 
the women were actually victims 
of a system that did not address 
their needs, which made them re- 
sort to abo; 

“Some participants cried after 
they realized their faults.” 


No longer snooty 

The training program pro- 
duced dramatic results. 

"Garcia said the participants 
“lost their snootiness even with 
iriduced-abortion patients.” 

Inan interview with the INQUIR- 
ви Northern Luzon Bureau, Doc- 
tors Josefina Francisco and Eve- 
lyn Angeles, both of the Pangasi- 
nan Provincial Hospital, said they 
used to discriminate against post- 
abortion patients and dealt with 
them rather nastily. 

After their PMAC training, they 
said, "we are kind, gentle and car- 
Ing now" 

“We give the same quality care 


abortion, the aim being the iden- 
tification of the proper service to 
which they could be referred. 
They were also asked about their 
reproductive goals. 

If, as in most cases, a patient 
did not want to have а child аг 
that time, she was referred to a 
family planning service. Women 
trying to have a baby yet whose 
conception always ended up in 
spontaneous abortion were те- 
ferred to a fertility health ser- 
vice. 

Victims of domestic violence 
were directed to the women and 
children's welfare desk. If a pa- 
tient turned out to be at high risk 
of contracting a sexually trans- 
mitted infection, she was coun- 
seled, taught how to reduce the 
risk, and then referred for a work- 
up. 

“Counseling can do a lot be- 
cause aside from preventing fu- 
ture abortions, other problems 
can be addressed,” Garcia said. 


No funding 

‘The program included training 
those who had been trained in 
PMAC on how to echo their newly 
acquired expertise to other 
healthcare workers. 

EngenderHealth started tar- 
geting higher goals, like integrat- 
ing PMAC into the curriculums of 
medical, nursing and midwifery 
schools. It even started conduct- 
ing workshops for some clinical 
instructors in nursing and mid- 
wifery. 

But last December, Engender- 
Health's funding from Usaid was 
not renewed. Its PMAC project 
was outbidded by the other 
health programs of other NGOs 
and the government. 

With по funding, Engender- 
Health's Philippine office was 
forced to close shop. No group 
tookup the PMAC program. 

The DOH made plans to ex- 
pand PMAC training to other hos- 
pitals, but with a reduced health 
budget, it could not be imple- 
mented. 


Still ongoing 

But the DOH's Catibog has- 
tened to stress that the PMAC 
program was not stopped. 

"The services we started [un- 
der the EngenderHealth project] 
are stil ongoing, especially in the 
pilot areas,” she said. 

Dr. Debbie Capuchino, also of 
the DOH, said PMAC training 
had been integrated into the oth- 
er components of the govern- 
ment's reproductive health pro- 
gram. 

According to informal feed- 
back received by Engender- 
Health and other NGOs, health- 
care workers who received 
PMAC training continue to im- 
plement what they have learned. 
And most hospitals in the pilot 
areas still use the MVA, although 
they now have to buy their own 
kits. 

But Dr. Junice Melgar, execu- 
tive director of the NGO 
Likhaan, said some post-abor- 
tion patients had complained of 
being treated badly in a PMAC 
pilot hospital, 

Apparently, Melgar said, it all 
depended on whether the doctor, 
nurse or midwife on duty had un- 
dergone PMAC training. With а

By the end of 2003, just before Engender- 
Health's funding from USAID ran out, the pro- 
gram had started involving the local commu- 
nities. Residents were being told to watch for 
signs of post-abortion complications among 
their women and to take the women to the 
hospital if they appeared at risk. 

Agbayani said the program's hospital- 
based counseling was very important because 
it could dissuade women from resorting to an- 
other abortion. 

“[F]amily planning actually prevents 
abortion. When a mother, or the parents, 
plan their families, they avoid unwanted 
pregnancies. So a family planning program 
is actually an abortion prevention program,” 
he sai 

Provincial population officer Luz Muego 
stressed that doctors were not forcing post- 
abortion women to accepta method. 

“We just explain the methods to give them 
an informed choice,” she said. 

Pangasinan records have shown an in- 
crease in the number of family planning ac- 
ceptors among post-abortion women. From 
only 123 (21 percent) acceptors in 2001, it 
тозе to 359 (53 percent) in 2002, and to 659 
(85 percent) in 2003. 

Hospital administrators noticed some- 
thing else. When they started implementing 
PAMPC, the number of post-abortion pa- 
tients seeking medical help increased—from 
585 in 2001 to 675 in 2002, and to 774 in

“Lam just wondering why is it that the military 
arms the male lumad including the old ones in our 
area and force them to surrender as members of 
the New Peoples Army? I think our basic rights 
are being violated but what can we do when we 
are suppressed? Where can we file our complaints 
оп these matters?”

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Defensor orders Вїйап dump closed

BINAN, Laguna—Newly installed Envi- 
ronment Secretary Michael Defensor, 
together with several regional officers 
of the Department of Environment and 
Natural Resources, on Thursday or- 
dered the temporary closure of a dump 
in Barangay Timbao here. 

Defensor said the ETSAW Consultan- 
су and Construction of Environmental 
Technologies (ECCE) had violated at 
least four clauses of the environment 
Clearance, certificate (ECC) issued to it 
last year. 

He handed the cease-and-desist or- 
der, signed by DENR Calabarzon chief 
Luciano Hornilla, to ECCE president 


Victor Rojo. 

Defensor said he issued the notice of 
violation after a group of inspectors, 
headed by Hornilla, went to the area on 
Wednesday and found that ECCE had 
been “transporting and processing" 
hazardous wastes without permit from 
the department. 

DENR also found that ECCE had 
been operating “various air pollution 
installations without permit to oper- 
ate.” 

He ordered the firm to pay P200,000 
as penalty. “There are [pieces of evi- 
dence] that there are toxic chemicals, 
sulphuric acids and contaminated (ele- 
ments) around the facility. This is very 
alarming since there are bodies of wa- 
ter around the area,” Defensor told re- 


porters here. 

The inspection came after several vil- 
lage residents complained that the 
company had been dumping “poi- 
sonous chemicals.” 

The 5,000-square-meter facility is in 
the middle of a rice farm, some 8 km 
from the main road and near Carmona 
town in Cavite. 

An irrigation canal runs just beside 
the main building. At least two small 
open dumps are also found near it. 

Rojo denied his firm operated a 
dump. 

"This is not a dump. This is a recy- 
cling facility. We use plastics and other 
waste materials into construction mate- 
rials and other products,” he said. 

He said fences around the area and 


hollow blocks used in constructing the 
building: were made from shredded 
plastics. 

“In legal terms, the wastes here are 
not garbage but raw materials,” he 
said.

He said they also found containers 
with sulphuric acid and contaminated 
drug containers.

Drug suspect slain as she emerged from court 


CAMP VICENTE LIM, Laguna—Two 
unidentified gunmen shot dead a 
middle-aged woman who was listed 
as the No. 4 most wanted drug dealer 
in Batangas province. 

Mary Jane Endozo, 33, а resident of 
Barangay 4 in Tanauan City, was shot 
as she emerged from a court hearing 
in the town, police said yesterday. 

Senior Supt. Francisco Montehe- 
gro, Batangas police chief, said Endo- 
то, 33, had just attended a hearing at 
around 10:30 am. at the Tanauan 


City's Hall of Justice in Barangay Dos 
when two assailants on board a mo- 
torcycle opened fire at her. 

Montenegro said the vietim died 
on the spot after suffering at least 
four gunshot wounds in the body. 

She was gunned down exactly 
where Judge Voltaire Rosales was 
shot dead also by motorcycle-riding 
mena few months ago. 

Although the police have yet to as- 
certain the motive for the killing of En- 
dozo, they said the victim's connection 


with the illegal drugs syndicate could 
have been behind her death. 

Police added that Endozo's hus- 
band, also a suspected drug dealer, 
was likewise ambushed a few years 
back. 

The gangland-style execution of 
Endozo is similar to the executions of 
drug suspects in Davao City, which 
human rights groups have now 
tagged as the summary execution 
capital of the Philippines.

Tarlac council 
to mediate in 
Luisita labor row 


TARLAC CITY—To stem the unrest inside the 
Cojuangco-family owned Hacienda Luisita 
following the layoff of close to 300 permanent 
and seasonal farm workers, the city council 
has decided to mediate in the labor row be- 
tween management and workers. 

About 1,000 Luisita workers staged a rally 
оп Monday to protest what they described as 
the arbitrary retrenchment of the workers, 
cluding the president and nine other officers of 
the United Luisita Workers Union (UDWU). 

The workers said the layoff deprived them of 
their right to enjoy the full benefits of the Compre- 
hensive Agrarian Reform Law (CARL) but Hacien- 
da Luisita Inc. (НИ) management insisted it was 
purely a business decision and nota labor issue, 

In a resolution approved on Wednesday, 
the city council said the layoff "created an at- 
‘mosphere of unrest in the communities com- 
prising the Hacienda Luisita." 

By mediating in the issue, the council said 
it “could help in preventing social unrest in 
Hacienda Luisita." 

Councilor Abel Ladera, chair of the coun- 
cils committee on labor and employment, 
said “the disappointment and anger that the 
residents in Hacienda Luisita are harboring 
over the issue are ага boiling point.” 

Describing the drama of the Monday rally 
Ladera said: “While union leaders kept оп cau- 
tioning the marchers to keep calm and not to pro- 
voke violence, the marchers removed the barbed 
wire along the Mapalacsiao Road going to the ad- 
ministration office with their bare hands." 

Ina letter Aug. 30, the ULWU sought the as- 
sistance of the city council in returning the 
laid off workers to their jobs. 

The letter said the company's decision to те- 
trench workers was "unjust and unfair.” Thirty.

GenSan fishing firm to sue 10 crewmen for mutiny . 


GENERAL SANTOS CITY—A fishing 
company here vowed to file charges of 
mutiny and robbery against its 10 
workers for hijacking eight fishing ves- 
sels off Papua New Guinea, 

Renato Tampac, legal counsel of the 
RD Group of Companies, told reporters 
here that they are now preparing 
charges against the fishing crew. 

‘The fishing workers, protesting unpaid 
salaries and benefits, took over the fishing 
vessels from Aug. 24-29 and cut off commu- 
nications with the company’s headquarters. 
in Vidar in Madang, Papua New Guinea, 

Татрас said the management tried 
but failed in its attempt to dialogue 


with the mutineers. 
‘The workers insisted that the compa- 
ny negotiate with the International 
Transportation Workers’ Federation 
(ITF), but the company management re- 
fused to recognize ITF, claiming it has no 
legal petsonality under Philippine laws. 
The workers were also demanding 
that they be treated like overseas work- 
ers and be treated humanely. 
Howeverthe company's legal coun- 
sel debunked the demands, claiming 
the provision of the fisheries code of the 
Philippines was clear on this issue. 
Article II, Sect. 32 of the fisheries 
Code states that fishing workers on 


board Philippine registered fishing ves- 
sels conducting activities beyond the 
country's territorial waters are not con- 
sidered overseas Filipino workers. 

Renne Subido, RD vice president for cor- 
porate affairs, said their vessels were not 
merchant marine but fishing vessels oper- 
ating in the waters of Papua New Guinea, 

“These vessels are owned by Philip- 
pine-registered companies and are геј 
istered and covered by the Philippine 
Fisheries Code of 1998," Subido said. 

He said that they gave the workers 
enough time to settle the problem 
peacefully with the company, but theit 
efforts were ignored. 


“They did not just commit the crimes 
against the company but also against 
the state,” Subido said. 

‘The company, he said, lost $100,000, 
a day or a total of about $500,000 duf- 
ing the five-day mutiny. 

‘About 150 fishing workers were;

HE FIRST anniversary of the 
| declaration of the Samar Is- 
land Natural Park (SINP) аз a 
protected area may have gone un- 
noticed, but the renewed call to pro- 
tect the island’s remaining natural 
resources still reverberates through- 
out the three Samar provinces. 

"The one-year anniversary is to me а re- 
minder especially to Samareftos that we аге 
blessed with natural resources,” said Bishop 
Jose S, Palma of the Diocese of Calbayog. 


Bishop Palma—together with his counter- 
part in Northern Samar, Bishop Angel Hobayan, 
and in Eastern Samar, Bishop Leonardo 
Medroso, and some concerned Samareios 
—has been spearheading the move to protect 

. and conserve Samars diverse biological re- 
sources. 

‘As the SINP marked its first anniversary, 
Bishop Palma has called on the people to be 
vigilant, saying that “miners are there to find 
‘ways to extract our minerals.” + 

‘The bishop was referring to reports that per- 
sonnel of a mining firm were seen in San Jose 
de Buan, an interior town of Samar, reportedly 
to conduct mining exploration in the area. 

Even before President Macapagal-Arroyo 
signed the declaration of the SINP on Aug. 13, 


2003, there was already a conflict between 
those supporting the SINP and those with 
mining claims in the area. 

When the SINP was proclaimed, there al- 
ready existed in the area a 230,791.5-hectare 
Bauxite Mining Reservation, which was es- 
tablished under Presidential Proclamation 
No. 1615 dated Feb. 4, 1977. About 55 per- 
cent (119,200 hectares) of the reservation 
overlaps with the SINE 

Also, the Department of Environment and 
Natural Resources has о far awarded two Min- 
eral Production Sharing Agreements (MPSAs) 
to mining firms, These were issued to the Alu- 
mina Mining Philippines Inc. for an area cover- 
ing 6,694.05 hectares in Motiong, Jose de Buan 
and Paranas, all Samar towns, and to the Baux- 
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LUSH vegetation nearly covers the Calbiga Caves, which is inside 
the area of jurisdiction of the Samar Island Natural Park.

Preservation efforts 

Efforts to protect Samar island's remaining 
natural resources were started in the late: 
19805, spearheaded by some homegrown еп: : 
vironmentalists. 

In 1989, President Corazon Aquino de: 
clared a logging moratorium in the island of 
Samar after floods and landslides killed near- 
ly 100 persons and destroyed P100-million 
worth of crops. Rapid forest destruction was , 
blamed for the catastrophe. 

Оп Feb. 20, 1996, then President Fidel 
Ramos issued Proclamation No. 744, declar- 
ing the rainforests of Samar Island as a forest 
reserve, The Samar Island Forest Reserve cov: | 
ers a total area of 360,000 hectares. У 

Then, on July 1, 2001, the Samar Island 
Biodiversity Project (SIBP) was launched Бу” 
the DENR in the island, with the United Ма- 
tions Development Program (UNDP)-Global 
Environment Facility allocating $27 million ` 
for the eight-year project. The SIBP provided 
the legal and development framework for the - 
establishment of the SINE 

The SINP covers 37 municipalities of the 
provinces of Samar, Eastem Samar and Northem 
Samar and the island's fone city, Calbayog City. It 
aims to conserve biodiversity in Samar Island and 
to reduce poverty in the upland communities. 

In her memorandum dated March 11, 2003, to 
the President, Environment Secretary Elisea бг 
болип said that Samar Island "has the largest re 
maining unfragmented tract of lowland tropical 
rainforests of about 360,000 hectares" and that it 
is "among the 18 centers of plant diversity in the 
country with 2,400 species of flowering plants." 

Gozun added that of the plant species in 
Samar Island, 406 can be found only in the coun- 
try and these included some threatened trees. 

The island, she said, also "has 197 bird 
species, of which 50 can be found only in the 
Philippines and categorized as highly threat- 
ened," including the Philippine Eagle, Samar 
Island also has 39 species of mammals. 

"Tor the past 50 years, over 60 percent of 
the island's original forests have been lost. 
The remaining forest accounts for only 10 
percent of total land area,” she said. 


Logging, mining ban 

Maybe it was because of their knowledge of. 
the island's rich natural resources that hun- 
dreds of Зататећоз, coming from different 
parts of the islands, held a save-the-environ- 
ment caravan on Aug. 8, 2003, that culminat- 
ed in Catbalogan, Samar. 

Maybe it is because of the people's sad ех- 
periences with logging and mining operations 
in the island that they are now "overprotec- 
tive" of the environment. 

Several logging firms and some mining com- 
panies had operated in Samar Island in the past. 
But when these big corporations stopped their 
operations, the people found their lives hardly 
improved and their natural resources depleted. 

In September last year, the provincial board of 
Samar passed an ordinance suspending large- 
scale operations in the province for 50 years. The 
‘ordinance aims to ‘prevent further degradation, 
pollution and contamination of the river and wa- 
ter systems of Samar and its neighboring area, 
and to stem the wanton destruction of the forest 
resources of Samar province.” 

‘The following month, the provincial board 
Of Eastern Samar imposed an indefinite mora- 
torium on large-scale mining and logging ор- 
erations in that provine 

For its рап, the SIBP is doing its best to safe- 
guard the environment. Among these efforts are 
to intensify its environment awareness program 
by teaching pupils, children, adults and many oth- 
ers of the importance of the forests, rivers, plants 
and animals, Ir also hired several forest guards to ` * 
patrol forested areas and to man checkpoints. 

Last Aug. 7, Bishop Palma called for a "part- 
ners’ meeting" in Calbayog City. This was at- 
tended by those involved in "protecting and 
conserving the environment of Samar Island.” * 

The meeting Was aimed at formulating 
"concrete steps towards the sustainable de- ; 
velopment of Samar Island.” E 

According to the bishop, they are forming a 
council composed of local government officials, 
people's organizations, the church and the SINP * < 
that will define development in Samar Island. 

“We realized how important it is that we 
the stakeholders join hands towards that de- 
velopment,” he said.

Suspect in journalist's slay gives up

А BARANGAY captain suspect- 
ed to be the mastermind in the 
killing of journalist Arnel Man- 
alo in Batangas last month has 
surrendered to authorities, 
saying he had no reason to kill 
Manalo as he was more than a 
brother to him. 

Instead, Edilberto Mendoza, 
55, president of the Liga ng 
Mga Barangay in Bauan 
(Batangas), said a business ri- 
val could have linked him to 
the newsman's death to get 
backat him. 

Mendoza was taken into cus- 
tody the other day by agents of 
the National Bureau of Investi- 
gation’s Reaction, Arrest and 
Interdiction Division through 
the help of television station 
GMA-7. 

He was placed under arrest 
оп the basis of two warrants is- 
sued against him for rape and 
murder. No warrant was issued 
against Mendoza in the Mana- 
lo killing because the com- 
plaint is still under preliminary 
investigation. 

Manalo, a correspondent of 
radio station dzRH and the 


tabloid Bulgar, was shot in the 
face and neck along the nation- 
al highway in Bauan on Aug. 5, 
making him the 54th journalist 
killed in the country since 
1986. 

NBI Director Reynaldo 
Wycoco said the police had 
pointed to Mendoza as the 
mastermind. 

His alleged accomplice, 
nephew Michael Garcia, was 
arrested earlier after а lone 
witness had identified him аз 
one of two suspects in the 
killing. 

Mendoza had gone into hid- 
ing until his arrest in Guiguin- 
to, Bulacan. Wycoco said Men- 
doza's wife had gotten in touch 
with GMA-7 and the latter, in 
turn, sought the NBI's help. 


Rival angle 

Mendoza told reporters at a 
press conference yesterday 
that he believes a rival was be- 
hind the move to put him in jail 
by linking him to the crime. 

He said he and his rival, а 
businessman, had fought over 
his decision to close down the 
latter's copper slug factory be- 
cause it was "toxic and, 


hence, was a health hazard to 
residents in their barangay. 

He also claimed the same busi- 
nessman was behind the rape 
charge against him, which he 
added was filed by a woman һе 
had never met until she accused 
him of the crime. 

Mendoza also told reporters 
that he had made himself scarce 
since Manalo's death because he 
feared for his Ше. 


Death threats 

He said he had been receiving 
death threats through his cell- 
phone, and these threats forced 
him to move from one place to 
another. 

The suspect also said he 
could not have killed Manalo 
because the latter was the one 
who had helped Garcia when 
he was ambushed earlier this 
year. 

“Amel Мапајо is a friend. We 
treated each other as more than 
brothers," Mendoza said. 

He also denied asking his 
nephew's help in killing Manalo. 

Mendoza claimed that he had 
mot seen his nephew for a long 
time, so it was not possible that 
he could have asked for his help.

Child killed as father 
leaps from footbridge

A ONE-YEAR-OLD boy was 
killed in Quezon City yester- 
day when his father, who was 
allegedly high on drugs, 
leaped from a footbridge while 
carrying him.

The 23 NSAs, who have rallied behind Co- 
Juangco, are set to meet at Cojuangco's Forbes 
Park residence on Monday to map out а cam- 
paign strategy that will touch on the recent luck- 
less Olympic stint in Athens and the preparation _ 
for the 2005 Southeast Asian Games in Manila.

Tt has thus been both a relief and a pleasure 
to discover the refreshing shows of Isla TV the 
country's first advocacy channel. 


Goals 

We've all caught some of their programs 
some time or other, but what most of us don't 
fully appreciate is that Isla has serious goals in 
mind, 

"We want to show people that there are Fil- 
ipinos worth emulating,” says Ed Santoalla, 
managing director of Isla TV. "This is about 
uplifting individuals — ordinary people who 
aren't waiting for an external power to make 
things better, but are instead coming up with 
their own solutions.” 

Isla’s tagline is “Together, we can be one is 
land." It aims to realize this by showing audi- 
ences what the Filipino can do. Henee, they 
feature individuals, groups, and communities 
that are making a difference in various areas 
through their own self-formulated projects 
and campaigns. 

These features are divided into cate- 
gories: Teknika, Komunidad, Medika, 
Ekolohiya, Kultura, Pangarap — all of 
which are meant to give hope and inspire 
action. 

These are worthy goals, to be sure, but it 
takes more than noble intentions to attract 
audiences. Isla was created by CCI Asia, the 
same group that has given us Lakbay TV and, 
more recently, the Living Asia Channel. Its 
viewership has tended towards the upper 
brackets. 


Format 

‘This isn’t surprising considering the format 
(documentary) and the language (English), 
bur Isla wants to reach a much wider audi- 
ence, especially the youth, 

With this in mind, the makers of Isla are 
doing a little reformatting. For one, they're 
planning to modify the language, to make 
ita more “relaxed” kind of English (mean- 
ing, it has some Filipino mixed in). They're 
spicing things up by adding a new pro- 
gram, “Isla Musik,” which will no doubt ap- 
peal to those of us weaned on music televi- 
sion, but who nevertheless crave some- 
thing more substantial. 

We were able to view the yet-unedited 
maiden episode set to premiere this 
month, “Pinoy World Beat.” It features in- 
dependent, alternative, and underground 
Pinoy musicians like Grace Nono, Noel 
Cabangon and Joey Ayala, and we have 
high hopes for its success. 


Interest 

Hosted by Jana Abrera-del Prado, “Pinoy 
World Beat” opened with the attention-get- 
ting latest video from the hard-to-label 
band, Radioactive Sago Project.

Ап old man (James Gamer) reads entries 
from a handwritten journal to an old woman 
(Gena Rowiands) stricken with the degenera- 
tive Alzheimer’s disease. At the end of the day, 
she forgets the story and even asks who the old 
man is. So, he goes back every single day to 
read her the same tale, and hopes that, one 
day, he wouldn't have to ell it to her anymore. 

The story he reads follows the passionate 
summer romance of a poor boy, Noah (Ryan 
Gosling, “Murder by Numbers"), and a rich girl, 
Allie (Rachel McAdams), estranged by wealth 
and circumstance. Trouble is, the fateful meeting 
of Noah and Allie isn't just a summer fling: They 
fall head over heels in love with each other! 

She is sent away as he pines for her. Every- 
day fora year, he writes to her, while she waits 
to hear from him—for seven years! But, she 
never gets his letters. When she meets a rich, 
handsome, kind soldier (James Marsden) 
‘who loves her to bits, she decides to move on. 
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their paths cross again: Noah reads about Al- 
lie's engagement, and she reads about the 
beautiful 200-year-old house Noah has re- 
stored for her! So, they decide to meet up and 
say their final goodbyes. 

Yes, Cassavetes’ film, based on the novel by 
Nicholas Sparks, is unapologetically weepy, 
and is filled with sappy, predictable sentimen- 
tality. But, like Mandy Moore's “A Walk to Re- 
member,” this romantic tale is lifted above

Ramos says, “We were pleasantly surprised 
when we won, because we expected the 
judges to be more biased towards action, 
‘and Lee's film was very dynamic. Thank God, 
the judges gor our pun.”

PCCI calls for increased investments in tourism

‘THE PHILIPPINE Chamber of Commerce 
and Industry yesterday called on city- 
based businesses to invest in tourism ser- 
vices, which was seen staging a big re- 
bound after visitor receipts jumped 34 
percent to P814 million in the first five 
months. 

PCCI president Noemi Saludo said 
in an interview that big businesses 
could help jumpstart small and medi- 
wm enterprises by investing in the 
provinces. 

"Investments from the cities would 
provide opportunities for SMEs since 
big operations—especially in the re- 
tail sector—mostly rely on the small 
ones for supplies and outsourced ser- 
vices," Saludo said. 


"Also, investing in tourism is timely 
considering the expected increase in 
tourist traffic from China where the 
government is getting more lax on let- 
ting its citizen's go abroad,” she 
added. 

Data from the Department of Tourism 
show that visitor arrivals from January 
то May went up 30.6 percent to 954,473 
from 730,769 in the same period a year 
ago. 

‘While most of the visitors came from 
the United States, Japan and Korea, all 
countries of origin posted increased ar- 
rivals from a low of 16 percent (Ger- 
mans) to a high of 39 percent (Singa- 
poreans). 

Tn the first five months, the number 
of visitors from mainland China grew 
32 percent to 16,064 from 12,174 in

Saludo said the РССІ was confident 
that tourist arrivals was in an uptrend 
after an erratic showing in the last 
seven years, since the Asian financial 
crisis, 

Visitor receipts slid to about $1.52 bil- 
lion in 2003 from a high of $2.83 million 
in 1997. 

Similarly, toi 15 shrunk to 
about 1.91 million 2003 from a 
high of 2.22 million in 1997, al- 
though the lowest recorded in the last 
seven years was about 1.8 million in 
2001.

Everyone has felt the urge to avenge them- 
selves for some wrong, no matter how small. 
Why? Scientists tell us that when we act on a 
desire to get revenge, the reward-processing 
centers in our brains are activated and we feel 
good. 

Ina study that appeared in last week's issue 
of Science, Ernst Fehr and his colleagues at 
the University of Zurich presented an expla- 
nation why people sometimes do things that 
don't benefit themselves. The answer: be- 
cause they are benefiting, but not in a physi- 
cally measurable way. 


The experiment 

For their study, Fehr etal. paired ир several 
volunteers and designated half as “A and the 
other half as “B.” A and B were given 10 mon- 
ey units (MUs) each and А was asked to de- 
cide if he trusted B. If he said yes, A gave Ball 
his money. If he said no, both players kept 
their 10MUs. 

If A gave his money to B, the researchers 
quadrupled the amount so B actually got 40 
MUs. B could then either (a) keep all 50 MUs 
ог (b) give 25 MUs back to A. Both players 
were given an extra 20 MUs each after B had 
decided. 

When B decided to keep the money (which 
happened over half of the time) and A sought 
revenge by assigning him up to 25 punish- 
ment points, Fehr et al. then applied one of 
three conditions: (1) every punishment point 
A assigned to В cost A one MU and cost B two 
MUs; (2) A lost nothing but B lost two MUs for 
every punishment point received; (3) neither 
А пог В lost any money when В got punish- 
ment points. 

The researchers incorporated a fourth con- 
dition where they made the decision for Band 
told A that B had decided to keep the money.

Examining reaction in brain 

Fehr et al. used positron emission tomogra- 
phy (PET) to examine the brains of the volun- 
teers who acted as Aas they made decisions. 
In PET scans, low-level radioactive tracers аге 
mixed into a liquid such as water or glucose 
and injected into the body so that researchers 
can track brain activity by observing the blood 
flow to and from the different parts of the 
brain. 

Fehr et al. had theorized that when A decid- 
ed to punish B, the reward centers in As 
brains would be activated. They found that 
the dorsal striatum, a portion of the brain 
containing the caudate nucleus and is associ- 
ated with reward-processing, was activated. 
PET scans also showed that A players who 
had high caudate activation levels gave B 
more punishment points, even if it cost A 
monetarily. 

The results suggest that people are willing 
to punish others to maintain a code of values

It doesn't hurt that the punisher is reward- 
ed by good feelings. This notion of doing 
something for the good of all rather than just 
опе actually benefits the entire community in 
the long run and increases the level of cooper- 
ation within the group. 

So maybe cutting off the drivers who creat- 
ed an extra lane on the side of the road is so- 
cially acceptable (beware of road rage 
though). But if we really want to be fair, we 
should all follow the lane markings on the 
highway.

alyzing price behavior in markets. 

Tn the past, trend following was used only for 
a few markets, but the process became quite 
successful that now many traders swear by it. 

Trend following is highly reactive to volatili- 
ty, current prices and equity levels. Mathemati- 
cal algorithms are used, but there is still risk. 
Most mathematicians see no problem in trend 
following if the data on which the process is 
based is sound. 


What about arbitrage? 

There is a lot of information on financial arbi- 
trage and commercial tools are available on the 
Web to help the trader. However, math research 
behind this is still relatively sparse. One good re- 
search article is Michael Boguslavsky and Elena 
Boguslavskaya's paper in the Economics Work- 
ing Paper Archive [htrp://econpapers.hhs.se/pa- 
per/wpawuwpf/O3OS012htm]. They talk 
about possible problems in statistical and funda- 
mental arbitrage from a mathematical and есо- 
nomics point of view. Their abstract reads: 

“We consider the position management prob- 
Jem for an agent trading a mean-reverting asset. 
This problem arises in many statistical and fun- 
damental arbitrage trading situations when the 
short-term returns on an asset are predictable 
but limited risk-bearing capacity does not allow 
[a full exploitation of] this predictability. 

"The model is rather simple; it does not re- 
quire any inputs apart from the parameters of 
the price process and the agents relative risk 
aversion. However, the model reproduces some 

tic patterns of traders! behavior. 

"We use the Ornstein-Uhlenbeck process to 
model the price process and consider a finite 
horizon power utility agent. The dynamic pro- 
gramming approach yields а nonlinear PDE. It 
is solved explicitly, and simple formulas for the 
value function and the optimal trading strate- 
gy are obtained. We use Monte-Carlo simula- 
tion to check for the effects of parameter mis- 
specification.” 

What is bet-sizing? 

Bet-sizing is more popularly known as mon- 
ey management, Financial managers consider it 
essential in portfolio management, and mathe- 
maticians concur. However, there is some con- 
troversy when using it with respect to trend fol- 
lowing 

in traditional portfolio management, the 
number of shares is set by precise formulas, 
which have their own pros and cons. Constant 
shares will prevent investors from investing too 
much in one particular stock, thus providing a 
measure of security. 

However, constancy may be а hindrance 
when rapid movements of the marker dictate 
more flexibility, Math formulas used in trend 
following are also applied in bersizing, and 
when used right, can be an asset.

I've 
read about many successful traders who 
claim N (and other volatility-based tools in 
trading) are applications of robust statistics, 
which is supposedly different from the pre- 
cise and clear-cut tools of normal statisti 
These traders claim that normal statistics 
fails when applied to trading because the 
distribution of price changes is not normal. 

Tam happy to tell you that robust statistics is 
a legitimate field of math, and was developed 
суеп before trading systems came into vogue. 
However, you аге right. Many common statisti- 
cal methods in the social sciences assume that 
distributions are normal and that variances are 
homogencous, and in these cases, traditional 
statistics (normal curve, Ttest, Anova) can easi- 
ly be used. 

But in real life, these two assumptions are of- 
ten violated, thus other methods have been de- 
veloped to analyze them. With the aid of high- 
speed computers, the field of robust statistics 
has been steadily developing, and 1 am sure 
these techniques are already being used in trad- 
ing (although I have yet to see а concrete exam- 
ple of such use). 

“The best text is Peter Hubers book “Robust 
Statistics.” College-level statistics is needed to go 
through the math involved. The cover reads: “Al- 
though several leading scientists in the late 19th 
and early 20th centuries possessed a clear, opera- 
tional understanding of the idea of robust st 
tics, the field was not recognized as а legitimate 
area of investigation until ће mid-1960s. Briefly, 
а statistical method that exhibits an insensitivity 
to deviation from its own assumptions is robust. 
“The present volume represents the first system- 
ati, book-length exposition of the subject.”

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Does beer have health benefits?

GERMERING, Bavaria—"Beer, if taken in 
moderation, softens the temper, cheers the 
spirit and promotes health." That is according 
to beer drinkers. For beer-drinking Bavarians, 
beer is the remedy to many ailments, 

This quaint farming town has retained 
much of its small-village charm where apron- 
clad frauleins serve you in restaurants and gen- 
tlemen, fresh from work, troop to the taverns 
ог biergarten (beer garden) and drink a pint or 
two of their favorite ber before going home, 

Many people in the region have taken to 
beer, preferring it over drinking water. And 
for them, that's a healthy practice. 

Scientific literatures support the findings 
that moderate beer drinking—one to two bot- 
Чез per day—can confer some health benefits 
similar to those derived from red wine. But 
drink more than two bottles a day, and you 
might just be pushing your luck too far and. 
getting more hazards than benefits. 

People who drink too much beer develop а 
beer belly which can make them prime candi- 
dates for metabolic syndrome, shrunken brains 
(alcoholic dementia), liver problems (hepatitis, 
cirrhosis and cancer) and a host of other life- 
threatening medical problems. 


Better than wine 

Whether you prefer ales, lagers, 
stout, bitter or wheat beers studies 
show that one drink a day for wom- 
еп ог up to two drinks a day for men will ге- 
Quce your chances of strokes, heart and vas- 
cular disease, and even Alzheimer's disease, 

"Beer folks even hasten to add: "Although 
red wine has long been touted as the healthi- 
est type of alcohol, new research shows that 
beer is just as good—and possibly even bet- 
ter—than wine or spirits when it comes to 
health protection.”

If you're afraid of the cirrhosis or hepatitis 
risk associated with alcohol, a beer a week 
might also help. An article published in the New 
England Journal of Medicine suggests that 
those who drank one beer a week experienced 
то variance in reducing stroke risks compared 
to those who drank one beer a day. Light to 
moderate drinkers apparently decrease their 
chances of suffering a stroke by 20 percent. 

А researcher at the Texas Southwestern 
Medical Center also reported that those who 


‘consume moderate amounts of beer have a 
30-40 percent lower rate of coronary heart 
disease compared to those who don't drink. 

This might be due to the polyphenols (an- 
tioxidants) in beer, which are present in the 
‘same quantity as in red wine, and four to five 
times more compared to white wine. 

The vitai B6 in beer is also believed to 
bea beneficial component because it prevents 
the buildup of a harmful amino acid called 
homocysteine. This substance has been asso- 
ciated with a higher incidence of heart and 
vascular disease. 

А study conducted by the Nutrition and 
Food Research Institute in Utrecht shows that 
those who drank beer had no increase in their 
homocysteine level, but those who drank wine 
or liquor had an increase of up to 10 percent. 

‘Those who drank beer were shown to have 
а 30 percent increase in vitamin B6 in their 
blood plasma, suggesting that beer, taken їп 
moderation, actually confers more benefits 
than wine and other liquor. 

Experts stress that moderation is the key. 
So if you drink beer, do it responsibly and 
moderately so you can raise your mug and say 
cheers to good health,

PATIENTS who are already 
hard pressed to meet their tar- 
get LDL ("bad") cholesterol 
levels will now have to work 
even harder following a recent 
revision of the guidelines for 
cholesterol management for 
peopleat risk of heart attack. 

The United States National 
Cholesterol Education Pro- 
gram (NCEP) is now advising 
patients at very high risk of 
cardiovascular disease to re- 
duce their LDL cholesterol lev- 
els to les than 70 mil- 
ligrams/deciliter, down from 
the previous 100 mg/dL. 

The NCEP defines "very 
high-risk patients" as those 
who have been hospitalized for 
acute coronary . syndromes 
such as heart attack, and have. 
cardiovascular disease togeth- 
er with either multiple risk fac- 
tors (especially diabetes) or se- 
vere and poorly controlled risk 
factors (e.g., continued smok- 
ing) or metabolic syndrome (а. 
collection of risk factors associ- 
ated with obesity including 
high triglycerides and low HDL 
or "good" cholesterol), 

The NCEP Adult Treatment 
Panel 3 report, endorsed by the 
United States National Heart, 
Lung, and Blood Institute, the 
American College of Cardiology, 
and the American Heart Associ- 
ation, was also acknowledged 
by various medical organiza- 
tions here in the Philippines. 


Basis for the update 

‘The need to update the Adult 
‘Treatment Panel 3 report, which 
was originally published in 
2001, was based on a review of 
five major clinical trials of statin 
therapy. These recent trials add 
to the evidence that when it 
comes to LDL cholesterol, lower 
is better for persons with high 
risk of heart attack, said Dr. 
Rody Sy, president of the Asian 
Pacific Society of Atherosclerosis 
and Vascular Diseases. 

Speaking before a conference 
organized by Friendly Alliances 
and Media Expressions Inc. and 
Pfizer Philippines, Sy said these 
trials showed a direct relation- 
ship between lower LDL choles- 
terol levels and reduced risk for 
major coronary events, 

“Lifestyle changes continue to 
bean essential рал of controling 
cholesterol. Therapeutic lifestyle 
changes (TLC), which employs 
intensive use of nutrition, physi-

cal activity and weight control 
for cholesterol management, has 
the potential to reduce cardio- 
vascular risk,” Sy said, adding 
that sticking to this regimen may 
bring positive results in as short a 
period as 30 days. 


Other recommendations 

The updated ATP 3 report 
included the following recom- 
mendations: 

* For very high-risk patients 
whose LDL levels are already be- 
low 100 mg/dL, there is an op- 
tion to use drug therapy to reach 
the less than 70 mg/dL. goal. 

* For high-risk patients, the 
overall goal remains an LDL 
level of less than 100 mg/dLal- 
though drug therapy is recom- 
mended for those whose LDL is 
100 to 129 mg/dL. 

Philippine Society of Hyper- 
tension president Dr. Esperanza 
Cabral classified "high-risk pa- 
tients” as those who have coro- 
nary heart disease or disease of 
the blood vessels to the brain or 
extremities, or diabetes, or 
have two or more risk factors 
(eg, smoking, hypertension) 
that give them a greater than 
20 percent chance of having a 
heart attack within 10 years. 

* For moderately high-risk 
patients, the goal remains an 
LDL under 130 mg/dL. But ће 
ATP 3 report provides a thera- 
peutic option to set а lower 
LDL goal of under 100 mg/dL 
and to use drug therapy at LDL 
levels of 100 to 129 mg/dL to 
reach this lower goal. 

Dr. Mary Апл Lim-Abrahan, 
president of the Philippine 
Lipid Society said this could be 
accomplished by taking statins 
or by combining lower doses of 
statins with other drugs like fi 
brate or nicotinic acid. 

‘The ATP 3 report update did 
mot revise recommendations 
for lower risk people or those. 
with moderare risk (having two 
ог more risk factors plus an un- 
der 10 percent risk ofa heart 
tack in 10 years) or those with 
zero to one risk factor. 

Dr. Tommy Ty-Willing of the 
Philippine Diabetes Associa- 
tion said the update to the ATP 
3 guidelines is not the final 
word on LDL cholesterol goals. 

‘There are three ongoing tri- 
als abroad among high-risk 
dividuals which when com- 
pleted may lead to a broader 
recommendation for reaching 
very low LDL cholesterol goals 
in high-risk patients, he said.

Officials of the 
Pampanga Associa- 
tion of Meat Proces- 
sors (Pampro) re- 
cently witnessed the. 
first shipment of 
pork meat from the 
Hog Raisers Associ- 
ation of Davao. 

The deal, said to 
be the first 
province-to- 
province partner- 
ship in the industry, 
was signed recently 
after several months 
of negotiation, said 
Renato Tayag Jr, 
Pampro founding 
president. 

Under the agree- 
ment, the Nenita 
Quality Food Corp, 
which owns a class 
“AAA” abattoir and 
meat processing fa- 

ty in Mindanao, 
will deliver a mini- 
mum of one 20-foot 
container van of 
frozen pork to Pam- 
рго 20 members 
every week. 

Each shipment 
will contain 15 tons 
of pork cuts or 5 per- 
cent of Pampro's 
weekly supply, the 
groups president, 
Prudencio Garcia of 
Mekeni Food Corp., 
said ina statement. 

“The idea of 
sourcing local pork 
meat has been ex- 
plored in the last 
three years by the 
trade and agricul- 
ture departments," 
Garcia said. 

“The lack of mod- 
ern and hygienic 
slaughterhouses 
and cold storage fa- 
cilities, and very un- 
stable live weight 
price of hogs 
seemed to be the 
key stumbling 
blocks in making 
this deal possible,” 
he added. 

“This opens a new 
market opportunity 
for the P80-billion 
live hog industry" 
said Jomar Hizon, 
Pampro executive 
vice president and 
vice president of 
Pampanga's Best. 

The hog growing 
industry Hizon 
said, had begun sup- 
plying supermar- 
kets and meat pro- 
cessors.
